[to subscribe to its Covenant, France 
openly distrusted the Teague; Italy 
damned it with faint praise; Great Britain 
knew that it could be used as a weapon 
against the Empire. They all accepted it, 
however, for America’s sake, and now 
America has left it on their hands. 
For the moment, therefore, America has 
finished with Europe. Her own affairs are 
occupying all her attention, and the ap- 
| proaching Presidential election is by far 
the biggest star in her political firmament. 
Europeans sometimes seem to forget that 
the American people are extremely insular. 
They have come so little into contact with 
Europe that they cannot fully grasp the 
enormous issues which are at stake on this 
side of the ocean. Oklahoma cares nothing 
about the delicate machinery of old-world 
international politics, and Wyoming has 
no interest in our secular feuds and friend- 
ships.. Nobody who appreciates the stuff 
of which America’s Army was made can 
doubt that ultimately the great republic 
will shoulder its share of the world’s 
burden; but Europe must not be in too 
great a hurry. The traditions and pre- 
judices. of a nation of nearly a hundred 
million inhabitants cannot be overcome in 
a day. America is feeling her way in 
international affairs. President Wilson 
was a quarter of a century in advance of 
his people; they have not yet begun to 
think in terms of universal altruism. It 
would be idle to deny that the Senate's 
action will have very embarrassing results 
in Europe. The state of general uncer- 
tainty which prevails to-day will be pro- 
longed unnecessarily, and the consumma- 
tion of the innumerable processes of peace 
will be delayed. Nevertheless, Europe has 
no reason to despair. She is still strong 
enough to work out her own salvation. 
Naturally, America’s help will be sorely 
missed, but the nations which held the 
western front for three agonising. years 
are not likely to succumb, even if they are 
left to bear thé erishing weight of a 
hemisphere's troubles alone. 

Great Britain and France must bear the 
brunt of the world’s reconstruction, and 
in Italy they. have a staunch and power- 
ful friend. After all that has been said 
about Italy's selfish imperialism, it is 
pleasant to read the speech made by Signor 
Nitti in the Chamber yesterday at Rome. 
It is the speech of a statesman and a true 
European. The Italian Premier realises 
the dangers of dissension among the Euro- 
pean Allies, He knows the consequences 
of America’s rejection of the Peace Treaty, 
and is determined that his country shall 
not be the cause of a delay in the estab- 
lishment of peace conditions on our Con- 
tinent. Italy perceives, he said, “ that 
above our hatreds and our divisions there 
is the interest of Europe itself, which is 
threatened by inevitable ruin.” For that 
reason she is anxious to settle all disputes 
and join with the other European de- 
mocracies in the re-creation of ordered 
society. She believes in the principle of 
the League of Nations, and yearns for its 
establishment; but in the meanwhile, 
Signor Nitti declares, there is in existence 
a League of Europe's peoples, and in this 
League we must put our trust. Work 
and “the common co-operation of de- 
mocracies '” constitute the panacea. There 
is none other. We welcome the assurance 
given by Italy’s Premier that the great 
Italian nation is ready to sacrifice its own 
interests in Europes cause. America’s 
withdrawal leaves the Adriatic problem 
still unsolved, and the first task of the 
three sister nations in Europe now should 
be to solve it. The dispute between Italy 
and Jugo-Slavia is one of the most formid- 
able obstacles in the path of peace. When 
it is removed a great step can be taken 
towards the long-sought goal. If Great} 
Britain, France, and Italy stand together, 
all will be well. America will not remain 
aloof for ever, but the European nations 
must not try to force her hand in any 
way. They must rather set to work at 
once to put their house in order, and prove 
by their acts to the American people that 
their inspiration is the welfare of 
hurfanity and not the selfish interest of 
ambitious Powers. —.

From the British point of view, 
America’s action in this respect is of little 
importance, since Britain herself is con- 
cerned with European events more as an 
umpire than as a participant. It is of 
immense importance, however, to Great 
Britain that in the Far East, which is 
also the Far West, and where both nations 
have interests of their own and others to 
preserve, this country ‘and the United 
States should co-operate in the fullest 
spirit of the League of Nations whatever 
fate may in the meanwhile have overtaken 
the letter of that ill-fated document, 


Tourist Traffic. 


During the approaching summer the 
United Kingdom will be invaded by a host 
of visitors from America. Already 250,000 
passports have been applied far at 
‘Washington, and over 120,000 have been 
granted to date. The Western front, of 
course, will be the ultimate destination of 
the majority of the tourists, but a large 
proportion will wish to stay in England, 
Ireland, or Scotland for a short time. 
The scarcity of shipping, of course, may 
prove a limiting factor; but it is certain 
that, so far as Great Britain is concerned, 
the available hotel and boarding-house 
accommodation will be taxed to the 
utmost. Many people believe that it will 
be entirely inadequate. With this fear in 
mind several organisations have combined 
to form a hospitality league; which will 
keep in touch with the visitors from the 
time when they leave home to the date of 
their return. The league takes the view 
that, if these thousands of tourists meet 
with a chilly greeting and inadequate pro- 
vision, they may go back as missionaries 
of discord, whereas, if they find a cheerful 
welcome, i éi will return as apostles of 
friendship between the United Kingdom 
and the United States. Therefore, it has 
undertaken to organise the entertainment 
resources of the country so as to diminish 
the fatigue and discomfort produced by 
the difficulties of obtaining accommoda- 
tion. London will be its chief concern, but 
the league’s operations will embrace the 
whole of the United Kingdom. Irish 
affairs have loomed so large before the 
American public during the last five years 
that we may expect that many of the 
tourists will want to “do” this country 
—unless they are deterred from doing so 
by the crimes and outrages which mar 
our unhappy land. Irish hotel-keepers 
should make preparations in advance, and 
take steps to acquaint the tourists with the 
accommodation that they can offer.
